Kendrlek and the subsequent effortn of
Miss Mary Leo. acting In the. Interests of
her brother, General custls Lee, to recover
It. »vas published In "The Bulletin" ?
month ago. It aroused widespread Inter¬
est throughout the country among alll
lovers of Revolutionary reliéis, and espe¬
cially among the many. descendants of
Martha Washington, from w-homlthe Blblo
descended to the wife of General Robert
33. Leo. Both ''The Bulletin" and Mr.
Kendrlek have received numerous letters
setting forth tho claims of the ],ees to
tho Blblo, but Mr. Kendrlek i,us held to
his original position, that he Is unwilling
to turn It ovor to them. He prefers, l»g
says, to give It to (some historical society
..which will 'place it on public exhibition.
Having purchased It, as he says, twenty-
two vears ago from a Mr. Stein, who re¬
ceived It from his father, who was a
soldier in the Union army. Mr. Kendrlek

WORTHY Oí1 Uta ANCESTOR«.

Conerai ??? Ih himself a worthy de¬
scendant of his ancostors. A brilliant·,
soldier and ? learned scholar, ho com¬
bines tho traits which havo made the
Lccs so prominent In tho affairs of tho
nation. Although seventy-two. years old,
ho lookfl to be not a day over/sixty, with
his hair and closely cropped beard (Hill
retaining their brownish tinge. Tho erect
military carrlago developed In his youth
at West Point has not left him, and tho
firm, nssuroel polso of his woll-shapccl
head, coupled with tho «toady glance of
his eyes, botokon him a man accustomed
to command.
"Tho Custls Blblo was undoubtedly

"taken from Arlington during tho looting
of the houso by. the Union troops," said
Clonerai Leo, when asked as to how It
left tho family's possession, "and taken
thus unlawfully, It rightfully belongs to
us. And of all tho members of our fam¬
ily, I itm Indisputably tho one to wltom
It should return. I have heard and rend
from the newspaper clippings sent to mo
that. Mr, Kendrlck has declared that ho
ha» no way of telling whether one de¬
scendant of Martha Custls Is entitled to
tho Bible more than another, It would
toko but a tlttln-Investigation by him to
clear this question up In his mind.
"Martha Custls had ono son, John Cus¬

tls, who became tire adopted son of Gen¬
eral Washington. 'John Custls had a son,
fleorgo Washington Parko Custls, who
Was my mother's father. Tho Bible,
therefore, camo by direct descent to-my
mother. ..

"There aro thrco roaaons for my claim
to tho book.
"First, ? am my mother's eldest son.
"Socondly, I was appointed by the

courts as executor of both my father's
anri my mother's estates.
"Thirdly, my grandfather, George Wash¬

ington Parko Custls.. willed mo Arlington
houso and all It contained."

COPY OF. THE WILL.
O'eneral Leo hero left the room nnd re¬

turned In a few moments with a copy
of his grandfather's will, which was
dated March 2G, ISSi». The first three par¬
agraphs, which ??ß rend aloud, wero as
follows:
"in tho name of God, Amen.I, George

Washington Parko Custls, of Arlington
House. In the county of Alexandrin, and
State of Virginia, being sound In body
and mind, do make and ordain this ln-
strument of writing a« my last will and
testament, revoking all other wills and-
testaments whatever.
"I givo and bequeath to my dearly be¬

loved daughter and only child, Mary Ann
Randolph Lee, my Arlington House es¬

tate, In the county of Alexandria and
State of Virginia, containing eloven hun-

???2'LEE HOME.'
.Karensworth, the present homo of Gen- I

crai Lee, Is a stately old colonial man¬
sion, in Fairfux--ex»unty, Virginia, about
llfteen miles beyond Alexandria. from
Washington. It was the homo, of General
Custls Lee's brother, tho late William,
Henry Fitzhugc» Lee, »vho was a major-
general In the Confederato army, l·.
After the resignation from the) presi¬

dency of Washington und Lee University,
In 1237, Oeneral Leo moved from Lexing¬
ton and took up his residence with bis
brother's widow and her sister.
Tho house, situated in the midst of an

estate embracing thousands of acres of
timber land und cultivated' fields, is it
frame'-structura, consisting of a main
building and tw_b .wings. Tho main part
wus "built by William Fltzhugh, and ad¬
ditions were made 'by hi« ?????-William
Henry Fitzuiigh, who was an uncle of
Sirs. Robert E. Lee, Sho Inherlted.it from
him and bequeathed It to her son, Wil¬
liam Henry Fltzhugh Lee.
In. a secluded spot among tho trees

which cover tho broad lmviis surrounding
the house Is the family burying ground
of the FUzhughs, Four stately monu¬
ments mark the graves of Wlllhim Fitz-
hugh andi his son, William Henry Fltz-
Iiugli. and their wives.

INTERIOR OF THE HOUSE.
The Interior of the houso follows tho

colonial stylo of the exterior, with its
largo rooms and lofty ceilings and broud
Hallway, extending from the front to
the rear door. The» middle part is taken
up mostly by tho dining-room, a spacious
apartment with a huge open fire-place,
and a lawe old-fashioned sideboard, on
which reposes the sllvt-r-plntb ejf, tho
FltzhughH. On tho walls uro the portraits
of tho Leos und the cusUses und the
tFltzhughs, nearly nil painted by famous
artists and constituting tho must prized
of the fnmliv, possessions.
It »vas In 'this dining-room that Gen¬

eral Custls Léo talked of the Custis Bl¬
blo, and, Incidentally, hi regard to its
descent to his mother from Martha Wash¬
ington.of bis ancestors, who have In¬
cluded In their number so many of Amer,
lea's 'famous mou.
Back of him us ho sat, half facing the

blazing ]og flro, »vas a llfcslzed three-
quarter painting of his father, General
Robert 15, Leo. Tho presence nf the Con¬
federalo gioiellar seonied tu lili the room,
us In full upiforni, »viti? his arms folded
and his campaign hat In ono hand, ha
gazod sternly out from the oanvus into
space, ns though watching the progress of
a buttle.
On tho sido of tho room opposite the

fireplace», »viti» tho slilcboard between
t hem, wore full-length portraits, of
George and Martha Washington, copies
of tho originals, which »vere left in thu
caro ot thu Washington und Loo Univer¬
sity at Lexington by General Custls Lee
when h ci renlgiiocj from tho presidency of
the Institution.
Another large portrait was that of (¡en¬

crai William Henry Fitzliugh. Lee, which
faced tho oi»o of General Robert E. Loe·.
Many c»t|i4r smaller palnUiigs interspersed
the walls,'most of them dating from Rev¬
olutionary times, and several of tho llg-

!¦;' "E\-ry article that 1 possess relating to
Washington'and that came from Mt. Vor-
non Is to remalri with my daughter at
Arlington House' during her life, and at
her death Is to go to my eldest grandson,
George Washington Custis Lee, and to
descend from him enti ro and unchanged
to my latent posterity,"
"This will Is the strongest proof that I

havo of my title tu tiro Bible," said Gen¬
eral Leo, as ho finished reading the ex¬
tract. "It seems to me that It would be
grounds In llsolf for Ipgal action, though
tho other two reasons for my claim to
tho Bible, usldo from It, establish my
right to It without a doubt.
"I have thought several limes slnco

the discovery of the book that It Is my
dutv as executor of my mother's ostato
to recover It, If not tor my own sake,
for that of my two sisters and my
nephews, the sons of my dead brother; If I
wero sure that lognl proceedings would r0·
cover It and wouL not bo barred by
tho' statute of limitations ? believer that
I should placo the matter in tho hands of
air attorney, but In tno absence of such
assurance, j hrevn decided to leave tho
disposal of the Bible lo Mr: Kendrlok. I
hear that ho la giving the matter his
careful deliberation, and I behove, he will
return tho Blblo to us of his own free
will."

Tho truth of tho
matter Is that they wero taken from the
house by porsonal friends of our family
In. the army, who noted,\inly in our in¬
terests. My father and my brothers and
I had many Intimate friends, some dating
from West Point days, who, when orrr
homo was seized, realised the vaino to
us of tho Washington relics, They gath¬
ered tltem logetuor und conveyed them
to Washington for safo-kcoplng, fully
Intending, ns 1 believe, to havo them
restored to us Immediately at the settle-,
ment of tho trouble between tho North
and Sout li.
"The Custls Blblo was ono of a number

of Bibles In tho houso, and It was over¬

looked by them. It must have been picked
up by a soldler, who saw tho autographs'
In It and recognized Its value.
"At the close of tho wur tho· other relics,

according to my recollection, wero found
to bo In tiro patemi otllco, whonco thoy
worn later removed to the Smithsonian
Institution. In President Johnson's admin¬
istration a request was mime to have
them returned to us, nnd Iho President
signed an order to that effect. Congress,
however, forbade their romoval from the
Smithsonian Institution.
"No further action was taken In tho

matter until Preshlont McKinley·« second
administration, when Senator Daniel.· of
Virginia, presented our claims to tho
relics, and thoy were returned to us. 1
gave them Into tho charge1 of my slBter.
Mary Loo, who Htlll has most of them.
Somo she has donated to tho Ludios of
Mt. Vernon, among them tho ecuth he'd
of Washington. ·,

"Tho old family Bible, wriloh was no

precious In my mother's eyes, Is tho only
heirloom which Is yet to bo returned lo
up."
